The proofs he 
brought for theſe deſperate pofiti- 
05, Were as mad as the OR

themſelves, and fo ridiculons,that- 1 
dare not relate them in this grave 
Auditory, though I have them in 
writing. Lot not malice gather by 
this diſcourſe that I revile the Saints; 
or repine at theirglory ; | rejoyce 
at it, and bleſs God for fo rewarding 
his Servants. What I reprehend,is, 
the blaſphemous abuſes committed 
in the worſhip of them, unpleafing 
certainly ro the Saiuts. 
+ A facetious expreffion of a Spas 
#iſþ Preacher,may be a ſerious proof 
6f this being ſo. Preaching upon the 
Feſtivity of a Saint, Founder of a 
certain Order, he feigned, that ſtu- 
dying his Sermon, he had an extaſic 
or dream, wherein finding himſelf in 
Heaven,he ſaw that Saint he preach- 
ed of behind the door; hiding him- 
ſelf; and being queſtioned why he 
did (0? anſwered, He. came. there, 
being aſhamed to hear the mad ex- 
preſſions of bis Fryer's, in praiſing: 
and extolling him upon ſuch days. 
; Andcertainly, if the Saints living.

in glory were capable of ſhame and 
ſorrow, they would grieve and be 
albam'd at the proceedings of their 
wild worlhippers. Of thisI made 
grievous complaints tothe Inquiſitor 
General of Spain, crying againſt ex- 
orbitancies of that kind , repugnant 
to all Chriftianity ; being commiſh- 
oned by himſelt to give him ac- 
count of what do&rine'T found cen- 
ſurable. Even then, and in that 
Country, Icried againft theſe exor- 
bitgncies : but how ſucceſsful my 
good intention to that purpoſe was, 
I do not know ; for this malady 
groweth till : The way of getting 
the credit of a ſound Catholick with 
the blind Vulgar, is, to exceed in 
this praice: as to ſpight the Jews,

They deceive:the ſimple with fay- 
ing, that Proteſtants do allow Pa- 
piſts may be ſaved; but Papiſts do 
not allow that Proteſtants may be ſa- 
yed; and thence conclude, that both 
parties approving of the Popiſh Re- 
Iigion for a ſure way to ſalvation, 
It 1s to be reputed for the moſt ſe- 
cure, but in neither do they fay truth 
for no learned Proteſtant does allow 
the Popiſh Religionin general, and 
abſolutelly ſpeaking to be a 'ſeeure 
way to ſalvation. For all do agree 
in affirming, that many of their Te- 
nents and practices are inconſiſtent 
with Salvation ; though 1gnorance 
may haply excuſe many of the ſim- 
ple ſort, but not ſuch as know; or 
with due care and mquiry may know 
their errour. 

On the other ſide, all learned-men 
of the Rowan Church do teach, that

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, All Proteſtants babtized, and believe 


ing the common principles of Chriſt- 
1an Religion, not convinced of any 
errour againſt the Catholick Faith, 
but concieving they follow the truth 
of it are not Hereticks, but Mem- 
bers of the Catholick Church, and {6 
endeavouring to ſerve Godaccord- 
ing to the rules of their belief, may 
be ſaved, as formerly declared, And 
it is a hiph point of raſhneſs, and 
want of Chriſtian charity, to judge 
of any particular, without ſpecial 
ground that he does not live with 
that ſincerity of mind and belief, thar 
he 1s in the right, Such preſumptu- 
ous cenſures are 1hjurious to: the 
goodneſs of God, and Diſturbersof 
humain quiet. For truly, if by rea- 
ſon of the diverſity of tempers, abi- 
lities, educations, and unavoidable 
prejudlices, whereby ments underſtan- 
dings are varioully formed and faſhi- 
oned, they embrace ſeveral opinions 
whereof ſome maſt be erromous, to

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errours, they being lovers of Truth, 
and defirous to ſerve him, 3 1s to rob 
man of his comfort, and God of his 
goodnefs. In which raſh proceed- 
ang,: the cormnalty of the Romiſh par- 
ty are beyond all men preſumptuous 
and-mal'gnant ; and their learned 
men that do favour, and not rebuke 
their malignity! therein, may jultly 
fear God's diſpleaſure, & that Chriſt 
will diſown them for followers of him

Hereunto I may add the great ty- 
Tranny and cruclty they uſe'to ſouls 


inthe practice of confeſſion. On the 


one fide, they encreaſe the rigour of 
it, with additions of ſeverity,  obli- 
ging toſuch minute expreſſion of the 
molt. loathſome circumſtances. of. ſe- 
cret thoughts and deeds, as torender 
tithe moſt heavy of chriſtian Duties. 
And-on the other fide, they put fo

ſtops tothe execution of it, by reſers 
vation of caſes not to be abſolved, 
but by determinate perſons, that it 
occaſions lamentable perplexities of 
ſouls, and proceedings againſt the di- 
Ctates of their Conſcience. Which 
cruelty is farther increaſed in many 
places, by the ſordid avarice of their 
Paſtors, making poor ſouls belieye 
they may not confeſs but to their 
own Curats, .and refuſing to hear 
their Confeſtion, without receiving 

loney for it. T will not be {o unjuſt 
to the Roman Church, as to faſten 
this latter abuſe upon the whole bo- 
dy of it, it being but the fault of ome 
corrupt members. I am not ſo mahg- 
nant towards her, as to throw the 
dirt of her feet m her face, whereas I 
would, if I could, waſh away all her 
ſtains with the blood of my heart. 
But even her feet are (0 haughty, and 
11] ſufferers of correction, that endea- 
vouring to reform this abuſe, with 
intimating Degrees of councils, and 
Popes again(t it, and repreſenting the 
mi(- 
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- maſcariage of ſouls by it, Thad no 03 
ther fruit of my labour, but ſpght 8 
hatred; for pretending to cure this 
malady; which joyned to many other 
experiences of their diſtemper, tobe 
both incurable and contagious, I re- 
ſolved upon this concluſion: We would 
have he aled Babilon, but ſhe is not hea+ 
led, forſake her. 

But thou, O Father ofmercy, Lord 
Omnipotent,to whoſe power all crea- 
tures are ſubject, who canit hold in 
with bit and bridle, ſuch as will not 
approach to thee; forſake not that 
Church, nor any other Congregati- 
ofa of men redeemed by the pretious 
blood 'of thy Son Jeſus.
